The 14 candidates for town 
office - two for Mayor ~ can 
hardly have failed to notice 
that when the three and ahalf 
hour meeting was over at 
11 p.m,, there were only 50 
people left to hear the sum- 
mations, 

Bob Osborne chaired the 
meeting, each candidate was 
allotted four minutes to pre- 
sent their platform, the can- 
didates for mayor two min- 
utes extra, Each candidate 
was then asked to reply to a 
general question about 
growth and after coffee the 
meeting was thrown open to 
the floor.

de Bruijn, Myrna Fyfe, Ro- 
bert Hudson, Frank Lukay 
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and Rod Throndson, (incum- 
bents), and new candidates:

Large crowd on hand fo hear 
candidates at Sunday’s Forum 


About 70 people were on 
hand at the beginning of the 
Chamber of Commerce Pub- 
lic Forum featuring the can- 
didates for Mayor and 
Council and the number 
swelled to over 100 by the 
mid-point of the meeting. 
Following exhortations by 
the candidates and a brief 
break for coffee, the gloves 
were taken off and candi- 
dates responded to specific 
questions from the floor, 

The first question, aimed 
at Dr, Plain, asked him to 
speculate on what he would 
have done to limit the growth 
of the Town if he had held 
the position of mayor during 
the last four years, Dr, Plain 
stated that he would have 
attempted limiting develop- 
ment but would have gone to 
the people for their feelings 


using a referendum to mon- 
itor their desires, The ques- 
tion also asked Dr, Plain to 
identify the method he would 
have followed in turning 
people away from the Town, 
Dr. Plain said that there 
are a choice of alternatives 
for places to live in the re- 
gion and the alternatives 
would be available for places 
to live. He further stated 
that he would not have foll- 
owed the course which has 
been followed, saying that a 
reasonable rate is prefer- 
able to the 100 per cent 
growth over the past four 
years, He added that he has 
one vote and it was up to 
the majority to pick the path 
to follow looking at the al- 
ternatives, The questioner 
pressed Dr, Plain to explain 
how the referendum would

trol of growth. Mr Gibbon 
responded by stating thatthe 
council has gone onthe basis 
of proper planning of annex- 
ation, annexing each neigh- 
borhood upon 
and not annexing except on a 
required basis, He went on 
to state that development is 
done as it is required, 

The next question was dir- 
ected to the incumbent may~ 
or and councillors excluding 
Mr, Lukay who has voted in 
opposition to many of the 
development proposals 
brought before the council, 
The question called for four 
benefits to be mentioned by 
each member of council acc~- 
rued by the rapid growth of 
the Town, The responses 
from the councillors were 
redundant with each of the

It was when the meeting 
was thrown open to the pub- 
lic that the potshots began 
flying and the comment which 
brought the biggest re- action 
of the night was from the 
floor. 

‘With all this talk about 
a swimming pool, I’m just 
wondering if we'll have any 
water to put in it?’ 

Mr. Lukay replied and ad- 
mitted that the town had been 
experiencing severe pro- 
blems with the water supply. 

‘*We've had problems this 
summer to the extent we are 
short of water,'’ he said, and 
calculated the present town 
consumption at roughly 1800 
gallons per minute, with the 
1000 gallons a minute allow- 
ed from Edmonton tying in 
with an already existing line 
supplying 750 gallons a min- 
ute, He pointed out that und- 
er a new agreement, the town 
was looking at a new line 
from the Rosslyn plant supp- 
lying an extra 1200 gallons 
per minute, 

Also during question time 
the problem of siting the new 
regional shopping centre 
came up with specific re- 
ference to the Shapiro loca- 
tion, 

Following is a sample of 
the replies made by the can- 
didates to this specific ques- 
tion, Mr, Lukay said that he 


could not say he was in favour 
of any site until he knew more 
of the plans for development, 
However he pointed out that 
council had studied the pro- 
blem and had decided that 
the Shapiro site would be the 
best for several reasons 
though there was no way 
council was committed to 
re-zone the area, 

Mr, Sanborne said he was 
opposed to the Shapiro site 
because of the effects on the 
Grandin residential area and 
also because such a large 
development would attract 
more traffic from the city. 
Mrs. Smith was against the 
Shapiro site for environmen- 
tal reasons, Mr. Breadner 
said that many people leanto 
a northerly site (beyond the 
Sturgeon River) and he was 
not prepared to give a deci- 
sion, Mr, Plain said he was 
against a shopping centre 
which took up residential 
land and also pointed out that 
the developers had not yet 
the type of analysis necess- 
ary for a hard noced de- 
cision, Mayor Gibbon ‘said 
he favoured the Shapiro site 
since it had better access 
than the Abbey Glen loca- 
tion, 

Such a location he pointed 
out would pose transporta- 
tion problems and the crea- 
tion of a rapid transit sys- 
tem, He said it would also

stated that the major bottle- 
necks were recognized to be 
137 Avenue, 118, 125 and 
111, He stated that he has 
been advised that the St, Al- 
bert Trail is to be widened 
by adding another lane each 
way and that inter-municipal 
transit assistance is upcom- 
ing. He also said that re- 
presentation is being made 
to have 170 Avenue and 170 
Street come under the Se- 
condary Highway Act and 
thus promote better access 
to the City of Edmonton, 

Barry Breadner was asked 
for his feeling on the Down- 
town redevelopment and he 
stated that redevelopment 
was desirable but said that 
he was concerned inregards 
to an arena and park, Hesta- 
ted that the Recreation Board 
report recommended a 
through Town Park alongthe 
Sturgeon River, He said that 
he would prefer a second 
arena and not a new one in 
place of what exists already. 

The next question was dir- 
ected at Mr, Lukay and asked 
for clarification on reserve 
supply of water, Mr, Lukay 
stated that the Town had con- 
structed a storage reservoir 
which would provide water 
for two or three days, Mr. 
Gibbon added that the Town 
had a two million gallon re- 
servoir in place at the time 
of the water shortage this 
summer, He also stated that 
the reservoir was not filled 
because two valves were not 
in place, He said that it was 
discovered that these reser- 
voirs were not filled and this 
was not known until it was 
too late, Mr, Hudson stated 
that there was not much in- 
convenience as a result of 
the water shortage, but not- 
ed that the situation could 
have been handled better 
from a public relations point 
of view, 

The next question was dir- 
ected to both Mr, Gibbon and 
Mr, Plain and asked for res- 
ponses to the water situation 
facing the Town, Mayor Gib- 
bon began, stating that the 
new water line would mean 
an extra 1200 gallons per 
minute bringing the total gal- 
lons of water coming to the 
Town to 1,950 gallons per 
minute for 1975 only, This 
applies only for 1975 but con- 
tinued at an increasing rate 
for each year until 1979 
when a new agreement will 
be signed, The mayor also 
pointed out that the City of 
Edmonton will soon have 
their Terwilliger Plant in 
operation which will ease the 
water situation and leave no 
restriction on the draw if 
water is needed, Dr, Plain 
stated that the May 15 date 
mentioned as the comple- 
tion date for the second water 
line is a fictitious date which 
no one can confirm, Mr, Luk-

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ay stated that he hoped that 
the May date mentioned for 
the completion of the second 
water line would be real- 
ized adding that it will be 
horrible if it does not bear 
true. 

Mrs, Fyfe was asked if 
she was satisfied with the 
progress of Preventative So- 
cial Service, She stated that 
the position of Social Service 
Director had been upgraded 
and that the mandate had 
been given to go ahead with 
planning, She stated that the 
public board had provided 
input in this area, and this 
input had been of a low key 
variety, She mentioned that 
the board assists in the con- 
tinuity of the priorities esp- 
ecially in. the case of teen- 
agers who have little provid- 
ed in the Town, She stated 
that investigation was being 
done in the realm of senior 
citizen assistance, 

Mr, Gibbon was questioned 
about the buffering in the 
area to the east of Forest 
Lawn which is zoned indus- 
trial and slated for indus- 
trial development, The may-~ 
or stated that the area is 
1/2 mile away from the re- 
sidential development with a 
quarter section of land be- 
tween, He stated that each 
area approved for the pur- 
pose of industrial develop- 
ment includes a 10 per cent 
dedication which would fur- 
ther be utilized for the pur- 
pose of buffering. He also 
mentioned that the only me- 
thod of getting to this area 
would be 142 Street which 
is not up to standard there- 
fore Boudreau Road would 
be the most likely access to 
the area and it is being 
brought up to truck route 
standard,

The final week preceding the Municipal and School 
Boards elections on October 16th will be one hectic 
activity and hard work for the 28 candidates, their 
campaign managers and workers. In a town of some 
5,000 households it is hardly possible for a person 
seeking office to meet every voter possible, even with 
the several forums and many group meetings being hosted 
in private homes, In this election however a very deter- 
mined effort is evident on the part of the candidates. 
The campaigning is more visible and larger sums are 
being spent on average than has been the case over the 
past eight years. 


All of which is serving to bring issues of local govern- 
ment forcefully to the attention of residents, In addition 
the campaigning has served a good purpose in getting 
quite a good number of people together to discuss 
directions, needs and goals for their community, Many 
have met men and women they didn’t know before in 
recent weeks, which helps newcomers in particular to 
feel part of the Town. 


It now remains for the voters to do their part, To 
assess and weigh the alternatives they will have on the 
ballot through careful thought, and using their individual 
best judgement. 


There is a week left for voters to contact the candidates 
if they wish further information on how they stand on 
any concern, Tonight there is a public forum where 
mayoralty and council candidates may be heard and 
tomorrow night a public meeting with trustees of both 
school districts appearing.

more difficult to teach and 
to learn in badly overcrow-

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Desire to communicate and depict the mood 
of Western Canada reflected in the art of 


Meredith Evans 


Meredith Evans came to 
Canada at an early age, be- 
gan his career in art when 
he was 15, developed a deep 
love and appreciation for the 
land and life of Western Can- 
ada, and has been widely 
recognized for his depictions 
of Alberta and the Western 
Canadian scene, ‘I amorig- 
inally from London, Englana, 
he explains, “but I might just 
as well have been from here 
because Icame out here when 
I was 18 months old and I 
don’t know anything of Eng- 
land except that I went back 
there for a holiday, I am a 
dyed in the wool Canadian, "’ 

Beginning his career by 
doing drawings and sketches 
of people, Meredith Evans 
found that he could market 
his work at age 15, ‘‘What I 
was doing was sketches of 
people and drawings of 
people and getting five doll- 
ars a piece for them,’ Mr, 
Evans recollects, ‘‘that was 
fairly good money actually 
in those days for the amount 
of time involved, at least it 
was a source of money and 
at least it kept you draw- 
ing,’’ 

Edmonton was the initial 
home for Meredith Evans 
when he arrived in Canada 
and though he has also lived 
in Calgary and Vancouver 
he returned to this city, ‘‘1 
eventually came back to Ed- 
monton,’’ he states, ‘“‘the 
pasture land, willow and pop- 
lar clumps, sloughs, little 
bits of streams and mud, 
pot holes, and land which is 
not really flat but not nec- 
essarily mountainous is what 
I really enjoy, I like what 
we call parkland,*’ It is the 
scenes, the moods, and the 
colors of this setting which 
are captured as the sub- 
jects of his paintings and 
drawings, ‘‘Even the Sturg- 
eon Valley going through St. 
Albert is the type of country 
I like very much, It is avery 
beautiful valley, one of the 
most beautiful areas there 
is} 

Regarding his preference 
in subject matter for his 
paintings, Mr, Evans states, 
“T like to think that I have 
reached that point in my life 
or that position in the art 
world where I paint what I 
enjoy painting, I will travel 
or wander around until I see 
something I would really like 
to paint, This may not be 
something that Ihave painted 
before but it will be some- 
thing that is very definitely 
Canadian and very definitely 
typical of the area that I am 
in at the time, It might be a 
stook of wheat, it might be 
a farm house, but on the other 
hand it might be the farmer 
who lives in the farm house 
because I don’t necessarily 
stick to inanimate subject 
matter, I like very much to 
depict men at work, doing the 
things they do, If I see a 
character, particularly in 
fis natural surroundings, 
this is what I like to put to- 
gether, It is really quite rare 
to find a person who slips 
right in, who belongs where 
he is." A high degree of 
sensitivity to the blend of 
character, setting and emo- 


tion is present in the works 
of Meredith Evans and this 
quality acts profoundly upon 
the behonder, 

“The beautiful thing about 
the business of art is the 
utter, complete simplicity in 
trying to achieve success, 
It is so simple that when I 
tell you it becomes difficult 
to comprehend, It does not 
matter how much you think 
of yourself, or how good or 
how bad you think you are, 
or what category you fit into 
in the art field, All of these 
things don’t really matter. 
The thing that matters is that 
you are a human being inter- 
preting things your way, Now 
if you remember that as a 
basis and don’t vary from 
that you will find that there 
is two percent or three per- 
cent of all people anywhere, 
at all times, that think basic- 
ally the same way that you do, 
That two or three percent 
on your side is a lot of 
people, there is no way that 
you can fill that market, 

If you do your own thing 
you will communicate with 
this small percentage and 
they will be your faithful

followers, Not necessarily 
because your work is extra 
good or extra bad, that has 
nothing to do with it, The 
point is that those people 
understand what you are 
doing, I’m just talking about 
a person who walks in and 
sees something and says I 
like it or they understand

light, You are dealing with a 
very simple plane the effect 
of light. This is what art is. 
You can’t paint in the dark 
and you can’t see it in the 
dark,’’ 

Mr. Evans founded and 
operated a gallery in the 
Town of St. Albert in 1964 


and incidentially the gallery 
was located in the same off- 
ices where the St, Albert 
Gazette is now located, He 
good humoredly states that 
it only took him one year to 
go broke with the gallery. 
“It was purely a gallery, 
subsequently I used it at 
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times for a studio, In 1964 
there were literally no good 
galleries around, In Edmon- 
ton since 19641 would ima- 
gine that over a hundred 
galleries have opened and 
closed, I don’t think I am

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over estimating, I think lam 
under-estimating, Edmonton 
always has been a good art 
market but you know a per- 
son from Edmonton wishing 
to buy art would not neces- 
sarily buy art in Edmonton, 
They would buy when they 
were on conventions or on a 
trip to Montreal, But undoub- 
tedly, including the gallery 
T had out in St, Aibert, the 
quality of work then was 
lousy compared with the qua- 
lity of work now, The quality 
of art work has risen thous- 
and of percent in the last 
10 years, in fact I would 
say in the last two years," 
Mr, Evans states that the 
improvement in the art work 
has been a result of increas- 
ed numbers of working ar- 
tists and the competition sti- 
mulated by the galleries as 
more became established. 
He also states that he feels 
that it is somewhat inapp- 
ropriate for galleries to be 
Iocated on a busy downtown 
street, He would prefer that 
the galleries would be loca- 
ted in the more suitable 
surroundings such as the 
establishment he founded in 
St. Albert. “I hope that I 
would see a gallery at some- 
time where it was not in a 
urban situation, I would like 
to see a successful gallery 
where I would have to get 
in my car and drive 15 or 
20 miles to get there, My 
hat will be off to the fellow 
who can accomplish that,’ 
In order for an artist to 
become successful and to 
see a demand created for 
his work it is very necess- 
ary for him to receive the 
exposure resulting from 
public shows of his work, 
Meredith Evans has had bet- 
ter than 25 shows since 1942 - 
when he put on his first. 
His next show is scheduled 
for December 1st at the Le- 
febvre Gallery in Edmonton, 
“An art show, which I would 
honestly prefer not to hold, 
gets you into a newspaper 
article or some sort of pub- 
licity,’’ Mr, Evans states, 
“If you don’t have a show, 
people forget about you or 
think that you have died, I 
would like to get to the point 
where I don’t have to have a 
show, An art show today is 
a highly specialized form of 
showmanship really, where 
it wasn’t this way before, ‘‘ 
Meredith Evans states that 
he finds the greatest thrill 
about selling a painting is 
when someone is willing to 
make sacrifices in order 
to purchase the piece, He 
also states that he finds it 
disheartening when someone 
comes to him and states that 
they have purchased a paint- 
,ing of his and is unable to 
describe it or state what it 
is, ‘This m!ght be a paint- 
ing that is sold for a thous- 
and dollars, You might feel 
pretty good and think you 
have a good market for your 
paintings, Then you find out 
that the guy that bought it 
doesn't even know what he 
bought, Why did he buy it? 
It was recommended by the 
guy who runs the gallery that 
this painting would be a good 
investment, It really doesn't 
matter a damn if it is a good 
piece of art work and doesn't 
matter if he likes it or not, 
He just bought it because 
it represents athousand dol- 
rs today and might repre-

sent fifteen hundred dollars 
in three months or six 
months, That is a real kick 
in the teeth!’’ Meredith stat- 
es that it is not enough to 
make money on a piece of 
art work, he feels that it 
must be appreciated, ‘‘There 
is more to it than just mak- 
ing a sale,"’ 


In his search for subject 
matter, Meredith Evans 
combines his love for fish- 
ing with his artistic quest, 
He often finds when he is on 
a field trip that there are 
almost too many things todo 
in the time allotted, “I am 
down there for:. maybe two 
days and I still want to fish 
and I may want to get six 
suoject matters so I can't 
sit for two days in one spot,"’ 
Consequently Meredith Ev- 
ans roams, observing the 
character of the area, gett- 
ing impressions of his surr- 
oundings, ‘‘I want to look at 
cattle, clay, gravel, and sand 
. .. all the things that make 
up an area, So fundamentally 
I use asketch book, acamera 
and a brush depending onthe 
time I have,’’ Using sketches 
which may only take five 
minutes to complete, Mere- 
dith Evans relies onthese as 
triggers for his memory. 

Recalling a trip to the Ra- 
ven River, Meredith Evans 
tells of the problems facing 
him when he attempts to 
paint, ‘‘By the time you get 
there at noon and by the 
time you walk five miles to 
find the spot you want to 
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paint it is 3:30, Assuming 
that you start your painting 
and complete it before the 
lights are gone, Resuming 
the next day, waiting until the 
light is right until 9, So you 
do a painting and you work 
to noon, Supposing you are 
like me and you also like 
fishing; so in two days you 
can only really paint one 
unless you are just knocking 
off junk, But the point is that 
I did get my fishing in, I did 
get my 22 sketches done, I 
did get a painting, I did get 
my three rolls of film, In 
other words I did get infor- 
mation on that area and I 
have walked it, I know it and

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Canadian Lancaster Bomber finds new home 


in British Isles at air museum

15 of these aircraft are still 
in existence, ‘Not too many 
people seem to be aware of 
the existance of this Lan- 
caster,’’ Dick states and he 
has made it his business to 
be aware of the fates of the 
few remaining. 

“The Lance is basically a 
bomlr,’’ Dick says, ‘‘and 
it w 4 fantastic aircraft, 
Of a the bombers they had 
durit g the war, they reck- 
oned that a Lane stood the 
best chance of getting home 
again because it flew higher, 
carried a bigger load, had a 
good armament and it was a 


pretty fast aircraft for its 
size.’ The Lane carried 
seven men as a full wartir.ie 
crew, ‘It didn’t mean just 
one person to worry about 
like the Spitfire, there were 
seven men to worry about, ., 
I’ve met people, even at the 
St, Albert Airport who say 


that they remember the Lanc 


or have a husband or brother 
who were involved with the 
Lanc, People still have a soft 
spot for the aircraft,’’ 

Aside from. getting the 
Lane home, Dick is excited 
with the prospect of going 
home himself although he has 


regrets about leaving Canada 
He commented that he has 
met many wonderful people 
during his stay but still he is 
looking forward to being back 
home, 

Dick will be returning to 
Britain soon but unfortunate- 
ly the Lance will be staying 
behind, A combination of 
weather and other problems 
have dictated that the plane 
will stay in Canada for at 
least six more months, At 
that time KB 976 will be 
crossing the Atlantic, pro- 
bably the last time a Lance 
will make this flight. 


The Lane is the Queen of the Skies according to Dick Richardson, The aircraft, 
pictured above has been hangared at the St, Albert Airport and it will remain there 
until better weather comes with the spring, 


The KB 976, a Lancaster 
Bomber hangared at the St, 
Albert Airport, will soon be 
going to a new home in the 
British Isles, Mr, Dick Ri- 
chardson, a British Engin- 
eer and 17 year veteran of 
the R, A, F., has spent the last 
four odd months restoring 
the Lancaster in prepara- 
tion for its 5,500 mile jour- 
ney to an air museum loca- 
ted between Edinburgh and 
Glasgow, 

“The Lancaster is defin- 
itely the Queen of the Skies,’’ 
says Dick who confesses dif- 
ficulty in talking dispassion- 
ately about any aircraft and 
especially the Lane which 
he regards with particular 
affection, ‘The R.A. F, still 
fly one in Britain, They send 
it to the air displays around 
the country,’’ he states, 
“When I was in the airforce 
it was maintained on a vol- 
unteer basis and nobody 
really wanted to know the old 
Lane so I thought here is 
my chance to take it on, I 
volunteered to do it and I 
was looking after it for about 
18 months, flew everywhere 
in it, The best time in my 
airforce carear I suppose,’’ 

Dick has been out of the 
A. F, for about three years 
and is employed by Sir Will- 
iam Roberts who is the owner 
of the air museum, He is one 
of a team of five engineers 
who restore and authenticate 
various war vintage aircraft 
which are flown and display- 
ed at various times during 
the year at Strathallan Air- 


field, ‘‘The air museum is 

called Strathallan Airfield 
and what we call a live mus- 
eum, The aircraft are air- 
worthy but we have a great 
deal of work still to go, 
Luckily the Lane is airwor- 
thy so we don’t have much 
work to do on it,’’ Dick re- 
ports, “‘we will just try to 
make it a little more authen- 
tic inside and paint it in its 
original wartime camou- 
flage,’’ 

Strathallan is a collection 
of aircraft that Sir William 
Roberts started just over 
three years ago, Sir William 
purchased three aircraft, 
two: Spitfires and a Hurri- 
cane, and_ the operation 
snowballed from that point, 
“Tt promises to be one of 
the finest collections of air- 
worthy vintage aircraft in 
Europe,’’ says Dick, 

The history of the KB 976 
is fascinating, It served with 
408 Squadron for most of 
its life and it was likely 
that this squadron, now sta- 
tioned in Namao, provided 
the crew during its active 
service, ‘‘I understand,’’ 
Dick reports ‘‘that it was 
the last Lanc to serve any- 
where with an airforce, the 
RCAF and it was phased out 
of service in 1964, Reput- 
ably it was in Britain in 
1945 with 408 Squadron, . 
we don’t know what it did 
over there but we assume 
that it did go on some raids, 
I will be able to verify this 
type of information when I 
write to the Air Historical 


Branch of the Ministry of 
Defence in Britain,’’ The 
plane was flown back to 
Canada after the war and 
like many other Lancast- 
ers, it was used extensiv- 
ely in air survey work in 
the Northwest Territories. 
It was bought by North- 
Western Air Lease after it 
was phased out of service 
with the intention that it be 
converted to a water bomb- 
er to be used in forest 
fires, but this proved to be 
uneconomical for the com- 
pany because of the diffi- 
culty in finding spare parts 

Thanks to a tip from a 
Californian aircraft enthu- 
siast, Dick Richardson was 
made aware of KB 976, He 
had heard unverified re- 
ports about it but until he 
heard from the fellow in 
California, was convinced 
that the R.A.F. Lane was 
the last remaining Lanc still 
flying, Sir William urged 
Dick to follow up on the tip 
and it was soon discovered 
that the aircraft was in rela- 
tively good condition, Months 
of negotiations and prepara~- 
tion following leading to the 
purchase of the KB 976, 

‘We like to think that it 
is going to a good home,”’ 
says Dick who reports that 
the Lanc will be reunited 
with the aircraft it served 
with during the war, “It will 
be flying again with a Spit- 
fire and a Hurricane so it 
will feel at home I’m sure,”’ 
Of the 7,400 Lancaster built 
during the war, only about 
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Dick Richardson has spent the last four orso months repairing KB 976, a Lancaster 
Bomber which has been hangared at the St, Albert Airport. In this picture Dick is 
checking to see if power is present in the control panel of the aircraft. During his 
service with the R.A. F,, Dick was assigned to look after their Lanc,

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Turnout varies over last five elections 


In addition to having been 
the largest turnout at the 
polls over five civic elec- 
tions (close to 50 per cent 
of 6,000 eligible voters tur- 
ned out), the 1971 election 
for mayor and councillors 
provides some interesting 
data for- analysis, There 
were 25 polling stations and 
for the purpose of analysis 
these have been regrouped 
into five divisions - Mission, 
Sturgeon, Braeside, Grandin 
and Downtown as per the 
areas in which the various 
polling stations were loca- 
ted, 

As is the case in this 
election, there were 14 can- 
didates running for office 
but in 1971 there were three 
candidates for the position of 
Mayor (Gibbon, Fowler and 
Bull), The winning candi- 
dates received the following 
number of votes: Mayor - 
Gibbon (1520), Councillors - 
Bakker (1788), de Bruijn - 
(1811), Hudson (1704), Kam- 
bouroff (1595), Lukay (1522), 
and Throndson (2022), 

The three candidates run- 
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ning for Mayor provide some 
Significant statistics for 
consideration, The differ- 
ence between the toptwo ma- 
yoralty candidates (poll 
wise) was only a matter of 
153 votes - Gibbon won with 
1520 and Fowler came se- 
cond with 1367, Bull, who 
was not a threat in the con- 
test, came in a sad third 
place with only 161 votes 
total. It is interesting to note 
that had he not been running 
the 161 votes which he re- 
ceived could have either pu- 
shed Fowler into the lead or 
obviated Gibbon’s win at the 
polis, Mr, Gibbon led in 17 
of 25 polls and also led in 
the advance poll, The widest 
margin by which he fook a 
polling station was 40 votes- 
the polling station was loca- 
ted in the Division of Gran- 
din, The widest margin by 
which Mr, Fowler took a 
polling station was 37 votes 
~ in the Division of Mission, 

In the division of Grandin 
- which includes polling sta- 
tions at Sir George Simp- 
son, Albert Lacombe, Town 


Hall, and the Clubhouse, Gib- 
bon received 700 votes, Fow- 
ler received 586, and Bull 
received 64 votes, From this 
data it is made clear that at 
the time of the 1971 elec- 
tion, Grandin Park was Gib- 
bon territory, 

In the division of Miss- 
ion Park, which includes pol- 
ling stations at St, Albert 
High School, Father Jan, 
Youville Home, and the Hos- 
pital, Gibbon received a total 
of 181 votes, Fowler re- 
ceived 207 votes, and Bull 
received 13 votes, 

In the division of Sturgeon 
Heights, which included the 
polling stations at Paul Kane 
High and Vital Grandin, Gib- 
bon received 359 votes, Fow- 
ler received 303 votes and 
Bull received 39 votes, 

In the division of Brae- 
side, which included polling 
stations at Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, Gibbon received 
219 votes, Fowler received 
211 votes, and Bull got 21 
votes, 


* 
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In the division of down- 
town, the polling station lo- 
cated in the Community Hall 
Gibbon received 39 votes, 
Fowler received 41 and Bull 
received 18 votes, 

It should be noted that at 
the time of the 1971 elec- 
tion, St, Albert had close to 
6,000 eligible voters, five 
major divisions of the Town, 
and new districts Lacombe 
Park, Forest Lawn and New 
Grandin did not exist, This 
election has a total of 10,942 
eligible voters who can par- 
ticipate according to the cen- 
sus conducted in June of 1974 
The turnout for elections 
over the previous elections 
(going back to 1967) has 
been: about 50 per cent in 
1971, 16 per‘cent in 1970, 
15 per cent in 1969, 49 per 
cent in 1968, and 25 per 
cent in 1967, 

At the byelection which 
saw Mrs, Myrna Fyfe elec- 
ted to council with 1,152 vot- 
es, 28 per cent ofthe eligible 
voters turned out to the polls,

Mrs, Fyfe and four other 
candidates were contesting 
the seat vacated by Mr, Rene 
Kambouroff when he moved 
from St, Albert. 

The purpose ofthis article 
is to identify the voting pat- 
tern which existed in St, Al- 
bert at the time of these 
earlier elections and nothing 
more, It is interesting to 
speculate what the figures 
indicate, With the greater 
size of the Town and the 
population increase which 
has marked the last three 


years the turnout interms of 

‘numbers of voters should be 
ja record, The percentage of 
voter turnout is anticipated 
‘to establish another record 
jaccording to many obser- 
vers, who predict a better 
than 50 per centage turnout 
in view of the fact that the 
individuals who will be elec- 
ted will be elected for a 
three year term, and there 
are several identifiable, 
controversial, and urgent is- 
sues being debated,

And he emphasized his 
conviction that nobody with

Ambulance serv 
finds missing kids

A 1 1/2 hour search for 
five Bon Accord children, 
missing for six hours, end- 
ed when they were found hav-~- 
ing a “‘picnic’’ of apples 
and oranges in a granary two 
miles north of the village. 
The St, John Ambulance Em- 
ergency Service was asked 


to help in the search by the 


mother of one small boy, 


with Bill Reynolds of the 


rescue section locating the 


children and returning them 
to their homes, The officers 


and members of the St, John 
Ambulance Emergency Ser- 


vice wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the people of 


Bon Accord and surrounding 
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districts for their support of 
the Bon Accord Lions Club, 
As you may or may not know 
it is the Lions, under Presi- 
dent Dave Latta, who are 
providing the ambulance for 
the Emergency squad, 

As you can well imagine 
this is an expensive venture 
and therenore needs the sup 
port of everyone, Another 
thing you may not know is 
that the St, John Ambulance 
of Bon Accord will be the 
first fully operational non 
commercial ambulance in 
Alberta, In other words, it 
does not cost the patient 
anything for any of the ser- 
vices offered, (The cost of 
a commercial ambulance 
ride into Edmonton from Bon 
Accord is approximately $40 
at present rates), The cost 
of upkeep of the service will 
be borne by the St, John 
Ambulance themselves, and 
by grants from the MD of 
Sturgeon and the Village of 
Bon Accord totalling $4,000, 
For your small amount of 
tax you are provided at no 
cost with:

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Rising taxes burning issue at Namao forum

Skyrocketing tax  in- 
creases but little to show 
for it in the way of better 
services, That was the.cry 
at a public forum in the 
Namao school Tuesday night 
when 50 members of the 
public asked five candidates 
seeking election to divisions 
one and two of the MD of 
Sturgeon No, 90 October 16, 
what they were going to do 
to improve the situation, if 
elected, 

The five candidates are 
(division 1) Walter Pasnak, 
Jack Thorpe, and Hubert La-~ 
moureux (division 2), Clay 
Crozier with Doreen Miller 
contesting, 

One person at the forum 
put a question this way, 
“When I was on council, we 
had a 19 mill municipal bud- 
get and we had a hard time 
spending it, It’s 49 mills now 
and believe me I'm buffal- 
oed, I can’t understand three 
times the revenue and the 
assessment raised three 
times, I'm appalled and put 
lots of blame on the council 
and the government, because 
they give the tools to raise 
taxes, If this continues any- 
one on an acreage canleave, 
Get after the Government, 
there’s the real crook; they 
like the taxes to be high, 
the cheques to the Govern- 
ment are astronomical,’’ 

Mr, Crozier agreed and 
said, “Sure in your own 
homes you can see the costs 
rising, we can all see in- 
flation,'’ He pointed out that

and that the MD was in deep 
trouble as was shown by the 
mill rate, 

Nevertheless he also poin- 
ted to a surplus for the last 
two years, $66,000 in 1973 
and $18,664 for this year 
over a_ total budget of 
$2,281,631. He also said 
there was a kitty of $25,000 
from the $500 off-site char- 
ges in the MD, He said that 
this fund would be applied 
in the area from which it 
derived on arterial roads 
and other services, 

During the meeting Mr, 
Crozier emphasized the eff- 
orts of the MD to get indus- 
try into the area to try and 
improve the tax base, He 
said the MD had done all in 
its power to get industry 
into the MD and had tried 
every government agency to 
locate two oil refineries in 
the area, ‘‘but we lost out on 
the second site (after also 
losing out on the first) as 
they (the firms) already had 
an alternative, 

Someone from the floor 
pointed out that if the MD 
had such a punitive tax rate 
how could they expect indus- 
try to locate, Mr, Thorpe 
referring to the fact an in- 
dustrial park notice had been 
posted by his door recently 
said ‘‘Why give it away.'’ He 
suggested that a top tax doll- 
ar should be charged for 
industry but this -would be 
reduced after they came in, 

He also said he would do 
his best to see that industry 
did locate as long as it was 
suitable for the area,

Mr. Crozier chipped in by 
saying that it was impossible 
for heavy industry to move 
into the MD unless it located 
50 miles out, otherwise high 
tax penalties might be looked 
at by the Government some 
up to $75 million, 

Another question from the 
floor asked why some people 
in the MD were paying one 
per cent less taxes than 
formerly while others were 
paying 63 per cent more, 

Mr, Crozier said anyone 
who owned six quarters 
would find that his taxes went 
down but on a straight 
through assessment those 
who found they were paying 
the 65 per cent raise in tax- 
es were doing so because 
of a percentage value raise 
in the assessment, 

At this point someone at 
the forum said in five and 
a half years there had been 
no better services but yet 
taxes had gone up, 

Other matters raised dur- 
ing question time (see later 
for candidates platforms) 
concerned improving the 
roads on the MD and also 
getting rid of the smell from 
the city lagoon in the west- 
ern portion of the area, 

Mr, Lamoureux said that 
indeed the planning over the 
placement of the sewer was 
a hell of a mess, in reply 
to a question from the for- 
um, It was pointed out from 
the floor that the Depart- 
ment of the Environment had 
promised to clear up the 
mess, but when there was a 
southeast wind some famil- 
ies didn't dare have their 
windows open at night, ‘‘And 
Al- 
bert’s crap down there,”’ 

The complaint pointed out

iterated, 

Mr. Thorpe concurred and 
said, with talk that the Re- 
gional Planning Commission 
should be scrapped, ‘‘we 
can’t have pen pushers de- 
ciding what goes on in our 
community,’’ Mr, Crozier 
said that the Health Inspec- 
tor had been appalled by 
the sewage problem in the 
MD and had even hinted that 
“an example might be 
made,’’ but it had finally 
been decided it would be 
better to use money improv- 
ing present facilities rather 
than wasting them on legal 
fees, Mr, Crozier said that 
the new facility at Vimy 
should do a lot to relieve 
heavily populated areas in 
the MD, 


Roads, also a problem 
area for the MD administra- 
tion brought a reaction from 
the forum, Mrs, Miller said 
it was time the MD hired a 
road supervisor on a full 
time basis so that the res- 
ponsibility for the practical 
side of road improvement 
was left in the hands of the 
experts and not with the 
councillors, 

Mr. Crozier, said that 
heavy flood damage this 
spring had also upset the 
MD’s capability for dealing 
with the heavy road impro- 
vement program, 

He said, answering criti- 
cism about the methods em- 
ployed by the MD in oiling 
and gravelling the roads, 
that there would be no way 
the MD could get rid of the 
problem simply by putting 
down hot asphalt, He said 
that would cost the MD - 
$75,000 a mile as opposed 
to $2. - $3,000 a mile in the 
iistmal way, Division 1 of 
the MD has 107 miles of 
road to look after out of a

total in the MD of 1298, 

At, the start of the meet- 
ing, Mr. Pasnak said that 
he was in favour of the 
provincial government 
bringing in legislation for 
the location of industry so

erating from known gravel 
sources, He also said he 
believed in using oll on roads 
in heavy traffic areas, He 
said easements would be 
made to improve the drain- 
age system on the roads 
which were so heavily bur- 
dened by run-off this spring 
and summer, He admitted 
that road construction had 
looked pathetic but this was 
because of the waterlogged 
state of the land near roads, 

He pointed out that even 
though taxes were high, they 
could improve with assured 
industrial spin off, 

Mr, Lamoureux, in his 
first crack at municipal pol- 
itics said that he wouldn't 
criticise anyone until he 
could show that he could do 
better, ‘But I’m just gonna 
ask for your support and 
I'll start learning right from 
the bottom.’’

There is no doubt that we 
have had some problems in 
MD Sturgeon but it is equally 
true that our municipality is 
located most advantageously 
for greatly increased indus- 
trial and commercial devel- 
opment in the not too distant 
future, Reeve Bill Flynn told 
the Gazette in an interview 
this week, And that kind of 
development will go a long 
way towards solving our ma- 
jor problem of an inadequate 
tax base, 

Over the past year my 
main concern as the reeve 
has been to expand our tax 
base, In many meetings, with 
both government and in-

dustry representatives, I 
have pointed out the urgency 
for our rural area within 
the Edmonton region to broa- 
den its tax base, The total 
assessment of MD Sturgeon 
is now a mere 24 million - 
which compares with ass- 
essments around 100 mill- 
fon in neighboring munici- 
palities, 

If re-elected it is my aim 
to change this inbalance, said 
Mr, Flynn, and much pre- 
liminary work has been done, 

Examples of increasing 
interest in the potential of 
the MD for commercial de- 
velopment are the alfalfa 
plant, the rapeseed plant, 
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the airport and federal pen- 
itentiary within our bound- 
aries which will bring added 
tax revenue, he added, We 
can look forward also to in- 
dustrial expansion through 
the ripple reaching out from 
the industrial corridor as 
announced last week by the 
provincial government, As 
your reeve it was a privi- 
lege to sit in on meetings 
preceding this announce- 
ment, and to be named among 
those contributing in the re- 
ports handed down with the 
announcement, 

These reports include the 
information that a formula 
for shared tax benefits from 
the corridor is under con- 
sideration by Hon, Dave Rus- 
sell, Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, 

One example is the on- 
going transportation studies 
which I have been part of 
as the reeve, and as the 
representative on the Ed- 
monton Regional Planning 
Commission, The northwest

Morin- 
ville and Legal and back to 
St, Albert, This loop, dis- 
cussed with the Minister, 
would also serve MD resi- 
dents between St, Albert and 
the city, regardless of where 
deliveries will come about, 

In the matter of improved 
sewage service to small 
communities, the Vimy pro- 
ject initiated with the help 
of our MLA and serving as 
a pilot project for the pro- 
vincial government, could be 
expanded to assist other 
hamlets and acreages, It is 
a low cost system which 
holds considerable potential 
for both sewer and water 
services, Mr, Flynn stated,

Alberta dairymen have re- 
cently launched an expensive

hand can practically name 
his price, 

There are few takers, 

Many farmers blame the 
inclusion of farm labourers 
in the unemployment insur- 


, ance scheme about five years 


ago for the shortage, They 
claim farm hands work only 
long enough to become elig- 
ible for benefits, then dis- 
appear ‘‘into the city where 
they get a cheap room and sit 
around eating and drinking 
and doing nothing’’ as one 
puts it, 

Needless to say, govern- 
ment officials disagree, they 
claim the real problem is 
that no new people are join- 
ing the ranks because they
